PEOPLE WILL DECIDE 


Whether the Proposed Street Rail- 
road Will be Built to East« 
man Springs. 


A SMALL 
BONUS 
IS 
ASKED. 


Serious 
Results 
Anticipated 
Weesaw Township Farmers. 


From the facts as revealed by many 
ot the 
Lake and 
Weesaw township 
farmers it is not to be marveled at that 
strong opposition to the building of 
Hickory Creek drain exists. 
It is de- 
clared that more than one of the [prop- 
erty owner« through whose possessions 
the 
contemplated 
waterway 
passes 
would lose their entire farms if the 
drain is built. 


The drain, It Is estimated, would cost 
$15,000 and although a large portion of 
this amount falls uj)on the townships 
the assessment against the owners of 
the p r o ^ r t y traversed would bo heavy 
and no uoubt In many Instances almost 
unbearable. 
When the application for 
the '.drain was llled the interested men 
did not anticipate that It was to cost so 
groat an amount. 
As laid out 
th<^ 
waterway Is big enough 
for a 
shiji 
canal. 
It Is :J0 feet wide at the top and 
.')0 feet is reserved on each side of its 
course ¡for 
piling the dirt 
removed, 
making a total width of I'lO feet which 
the land owners were asked to sur- 
render for a distance of six miles. 


The decision of Judge Van lliper, 
who held the proceedings to be irregu- 
lar, was received with unbounded de- 
light by those opposed to the construc- 
tion of the drain and although 
one 
mile of the ditch is couiploted it is the 
opinion fof men In authority that the 
drain will never bo inilli as now con- 
templated. 
It will bo necessary foi' 
the drain commissioner to secure the 
signatures of at least 10 of the hind 
owners whose farnirt are traverhed. be- 
fore work can again he^nn and tliiH. it 
is lliought, »'an not he aeeoiiiplblied. 


If the drain isn't built, J. M. Alliiieti- 
dinger. the eontraetor win» has litiished 
a mile of the same, will lose unwanL; of 
$1,200.

The 
drowned man w as named Andrew H an­ 
son, formerly from Winona, and anoth­ 
er man w as only saved by clinging to 
a tree where he w as rescued with much 
dllHculty after an hour or two of work. 
Several fam ilies 
were 
rescued from 
their houses with boats. The great flood 
of Monda>' night and yesterday has 
caused nearly 20Ü fam ilies in the lower 
section of this city and Nortli Mankato 
to abandon their houses to the fast 
encroaching waters. One-half of North 
Mankato, a village of 700 Inhabitants, 
Is under water and a wild torrent Is 
rushing through It.

Tills very 
slight drop In th«> IiIkIi w a t e r here Is not 
consldeied by th<* weather bureau olll- 
ciais as being indicative of a permanent 
or material change, but is caii.-Jed it 1h 
thought by the glvinii way of tli-- levee 
above Memphis. 
The entl of the Hood 
Is not yet dlscerlnble. Tlie «auge yes­ 
terday morning reglHten*d liti.U feet, or 
one-fifth of a foot below the highest 
point reached. This ili’op has nut made 
any change for the better In the .situa­ 
tion. Indet'd It Is caused by a de< ldei| 
change for the worse in the Aikan.sas 
districtiî, which have been inuiidatetl by 
the water rushing through the bioken 
levees above Memphis. 
At Cairo, Ills., 
the river Is still rising, the gauge Indi­ 
cating ■'il.o feet, a rise of thive-teiiths of 
a foot In the tv.enty-four hours ended 
yesterday morning. 


At Marked Tree, on the St. Francis | 
river, the rise is even greater, the gauge 
leglstering 49 feet, a rise of elglit-tenths 
of a fool In twenty-four hours. 
With 
the rise continuing at Marked Tree and 
at Cairo there is no hoiie of immediate 
relief at Memphis. The rise continues 
at every point below Memphis, except at 
Arkansas City. At Helena the gauge 
regleteied 49.4 feet, a rl.se of ihiee-tentlis 
of a foot. The river at Helena is now 
12.4 feet above thedanger line. At Arkan­ 
sas City there has been a fail of four- 
tenths of u foot. 


At Greenville, on the other hand, there 
ha» been a considerable rise, tiie gauge 
registering 43.4 feet, a rise of slx-tenlhs 
of a foot. 
This brings the river at 
Greenville to a height which is 3.4 feet 
above the danger line. At Vicksburg, the

Julian IMC ComiiKM'ciiil iUomllty Suit! to Ue 


Uclow J'ur. 


It has long bueii known to those who 


had dealing with tlie Japanese that 
;0imiiorci;il morality iu Japan stands 
R.huar,i on the lowest plane possible to a 
dviUxed people-. With few exceptions 
even tlioso Japanese who prove estima- 
uk' and hij^li minderl in all other matters 
,u-o not to be trusted in business transac- 
tion. In Japan thu man who fails to 
take advantage of his neighbor in u bar- 
gain is looked upon as a fool. The ex- 
planation of this state of thiiifis given 
ivr Roberb Young, who edits a Kobe pa- 
per, is that merchants in Japan have 
•lirherto occupied the lowest rung on the 
social ladder, lioing deemed inferior to 


tillers of the soil and but littlo above 


the pariah class. Up to a comparatively 
recent period trader was Imt another 
name for trickster "and the pursuit of 
commerce was held to argue a lack of 
iitegrifcy. 


With changed commercial conditions 


;his low standard seems to have re- 
mained unaltered, so that the Japanese 
trader is always thinking how hu can 
'best" the foreigner, and ho will not 
fulfill his engagements if by so doing he 
is likely to suffer loss. Mr. Young gives 
rogeut reasons for believing that the 
mikado's subjects soon will lose the for- 
eign customers they have gained unless 
their code of commercial morals is ma- 
terially and rapidly improved. 


Already Japanese consuls have re- 


ported that the country's foreign trade 
is seriously injured by merchants who 
send abroad matches that will nut strike, 
rice that is not up to sample and stuffs 
:he only merit of which is cheapness. 
jJuilds have- been formed to iiiU'otiuco 
better methods of business, but they 
iiavo not wrought much improvement, 
,md thu situation cannot bo radically 
changed so long us there- is no public 
opinion to support tho application of 
morality to business".
